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Water, Water, Is It Safe To Drink? 


Maybe you were not in Sri Lanka, India or Indonesia. But you 
could have been in one of our local communities that had a water 
main burst this winter. Any of a number of disasters could put 
questionable water in your tap. Would you know how to tum 
contaminated water into water safe to drink? 


The American Red Cross provides this easy-to-follow plan for 
quick water purification: 


¢ Filter the water using a piece of cloth or a coffee filter to 
remove solid particles. 


¢ Bring it to a rolling boil for at least one full minute. 


Let it cool at least 30 minutes. Water must be cool or the 
chlorine treatment described below will be useless. 


@ Add 16 drops of chlorine bleach per gallon of water, or 8 
drops per two-liter bottle of water. Stir to mix. Sodium 
hypochlorite in a concentration of 5.25% to 6% should be the 
only active ingredient in the bleach. There should not be any 
added soap or fragrances. A major bleach manufacturer has 
also added sodium hydroxide as an active ingredient, which it 
states does not pose a health risk for water treatment. 


¢ Let water stand 30 minutes. 


¢ If the water smells of chlorine, you can use it. If it does not 
smell of chlorine, add 16 more drops of chlorine bleach per 
gallon of water (or 8 drops per 2-liter bottle of water), let 
stand 30 minutes, and smell it again. If it smells of chlorine, 
you can use it. If it does not smell of chlorine, discard it and 
find another source of water. 


If local public health information differs from this advice, the 
local information should prevail. Additional information may be 
found in the Red Cross brochure, “Food and Water in an 
Emergency” (A5055).
